Disastrous Gale. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. Jouns, N. F., November 26.—A ter- 
rific gale has been blowing across the island 
from the northwest for the past four days and 
worked appalling destruction to the shipping 
in several karbors along the easterao seaboard. 
so far the loss of twenty vessels has been an- 
nounced. The names of many have been 
received by wire. The bark Bonnie 
went down on Red Head, near King’s 
Cove harbor. Fourteen vessels were totally 
destroved in Bona Vista harbor and vicinity. 
Among them were the Pearl, Paragon, Pert, 
Penguin, Pride of the Ocean and the James 
Charles. ‘The schooners Morning Star, Bali- 
gonian and St. Patrick are total wrecks at 
Barensa. The schooner Victory was com- 
pletely vanquished at Lance Cove. In the 
Vicinity of the bay six schooners—the 
Dove, Test and four others, names unkRaown— 
are known to have been lost near Old Pelican. 
On the north side of Cenception Bay tele- 
craphie facilities are so interrupted that the 
particuiars are necessarily meagre, 

THE LOSS OF LIFE

and forty vessels left for northern 
ports just before the gale come 
menced, and the loss of many 
ofthem is expected.

the place that properly should be supplied 
by United States money. This circulation 
has grown over the tacit ‘protest of the cit- 
izens, who, though knowing thatit is not 
obligatory to .receive them, still refuse to 
assist in putting an absolute stop to a meas- 
ure that benefits no one but the railroad com- 
panies, whose profit account from the Joss 
and destruction of these bits of paper foots up 
large figures. They cannot be forced upon 
persons unwilling to receive then, 


but the circumstances attending the transie- 
tions in Which they are generally used put 
refusal out of the question, and make argu- 
ment anything but the proper caper. Though 
benefiting nobody but the street railroad 
companies, they have steadily grown into cir- 
culation, and now have a firm foothold. Com- 
plaints against this nuisance, for so far it has 
not been known as anything more, have 
beeag made repeatediy, but seemingly 
‘o the wrong persons. -A_ discovery 
made afew days ago will very likely stop the 
circulation of street car tickets in this city 
apd every other token wsed a3 nioney 
throughout the Union. In Memphis the 
street car companics have issued gubber 
checks, specimens of which are now exhibited 
in a show window of a Fourth street rubber 
house. These, like the St. Louis car tigkets, 
have come to pass as money. They are ob- 
jectionable on many accounts, butin this re- 
gard do not at ajl compare with the 
tickets here. After numerous complaints 
a merchant addressed aletter to the United 
States District Attorney, inquiring into the 
legality ofthe checks. This gentleman re- 
forred the matter to the Solicitor of the 
Treasury and from him réceived the follow- 
ing opinicn:

Sirk: This office has been advised that the 
fare checks of the Memphis City Street Rail- 
way Company have been and now are used in 
Memphis,andin the surrounding country, 
by merchants an@ others in their business, as 
curgency or money, and my opinion is asked 
whetherthisis in violation of law. * * 

Upon a close examination of Section 5583 of 
the Revised Statures, Iam of opinionthat the 
use and circulation of these ciscks ‘‘as 
money” ow ‘Wn lieu of lawful money of the 
\nited States,’? by merchants and others in 
their business, is in violation of said sec- 
tion. Itisaquestion ofthetrue and proper 
construction of that section. Whilst the 1s- 
suing of these checks by the Memphis City 
Street Roilroad Company does not invoive 
any violation of law, still, the paying out 
ef such checks oor tokens by others 
with the intention of their being ‘ ‘received 
or used in lieu of lawful money of the United 
States”’ is, Ithink, clearly in violation of Jaw. 
I respectfully suggest that some public noti- 
fieation of this official opinion of mine, as So- 
licitor of the Treasury, given in pursuance of 
a reference of the subject to me by tne Sec~ 
retary ofthe Treasury, be made for the in- 
formation of the public. A notice of the 
same throughthe newspapers of Memphis 
might be advisable. 

lam not disposed to assume that violation 
of the law was desigmed, either by the railway 
company inissuing these checks or by their 
use and circulation by others; therefore I am 
not disposed to suggest to you the indictment 
of any of these pariies for any past violation 
of the law. But if, after 
proper notification, publicly given, the use 
and circulation of these checks or tokens 
are persisted in, I would advise you tocarry 
the matter before the grand jury and let the 
question be decided by the courts. If it is even 
a doubtful question it should be determined 
ani sei¢led by judicial decision. °¢

** You have here the opinion of the highest 
law officer of the Treasury, into whose prov- 
ince aj] matters pertaining to the Uaited 
States currency come. { think the 
circulation of these tickets is clearly in contra- 
vention tothe spirit of the law. It was the 
intention of the men who made 
the law governing the circulation to meet just 
such cases a8 this, and prevent the issuing or 
circulation of any token that will impair the 
circulation of the money issued by the United 
states, There isonly one section inthe 
U. S. Statutes relating to the subject, 
and that is No. 3,583, which says: 

‘‘No person shall make, issue, circulate. or 
pay out apy note, check, memorandum, token 
or other obligation for a less sum than one 
dollar, intended to circulate as money or to 
be received or used imlieu of lawful money 
of the United States; and every person of- 
fending shall be fined not more than $500, or 
imprisoned not more than six months, or both, 
at the discretion of the Court.” 

_ **What about the liability of the company 
issuing the tickets?’ 

‘*No, they are not liable, for they are not 
issued by them intended to circulate in lieu 
of lawful money of the United States, but 
are clearly marked ‘Good for one passage, 
Which sbows just why they are not in viola- 
lich of the law.”

The halcyon days of the street car tickets are 
to all appearamces over, and the eitizen who 
aids the circulation of them by paying them 
out instead of money does so at the risk 
of getting himself dnto the clutches 
of the United States law. The object 
of the authorities now is to have the matter 
decided by some judicial body,and the first 
opportunity to do this will be taken, A de- 
cision for apy of the many cities will apply to 
all, as the difference of material or wording 
of the checks or tickets will cut no figure as 
far asthe person eirculating them is con- 
cerned. If this test case decides the 
circulation as illegal the prose- 
cution will be instituted at ounce and 
continued until the nuisance is abolished, 
Mr. Raynor is the bighest official in the law 
department of the T'reasury and it is exceed- 
ingly probable tuat the courts willagree with 
his views, as his decision was not rendered 
until athorough investigation was had,

Additional Facts in Relation to a Pablic | 


Nuisance, 


The Union Depot matter continues to be a 
good subject for discussion. The undeniable 
fact that the present alleged depot is an abso- 
lute disgrace to the city,and an outrageous 1m- 
position on the traveling public, has caused it, 
to become a vulnerable target for public criti- 


} cism, whilethe plain violation, by the contpa- 


ny of the terms of their contract with the city 
under which a franchise was secured 
creates considerable comment on all 
sides and promiscs eventually te become the 
source ofavery interesting suit—a case in 
which the city will figure as plaintiff and the 
Union Depot Company as_ defendant. 
At least that is the way it looks to 
a casual observer. The public will 
have an opportunity ere long te judgeof the 
correctness of his prophecies. 
sound the public mind on the so-called Union 
Depot, a PostT-DISPATCH representative 


early this morning Visited the summer resort, 
and interviewed a number of passengers both 
on the incoming and outgoing trains. 
They were approached. without 
any reference io their con- 
dition or  <estination. In most , ine 
stances the partics questioned were 
entirely ignorant of the presence of a report- 

er in the individualthat sought their opin- 
ions, Which might account for their readiness 
to express themselves so freely. The ipvter- 
views wll be rather unpalatable food for re- 
flection forthe Union Depot Company, and 
will serve to show the interest 
that the traveling public evince in the Union 
Depot. While at the depot this morning the 
reporter realized very forcibly the truth of 
ali the allegations in reference to the place. 

It was cold and disagreeable, ice had formed 

in places cn the p!atforms and snow and what 
might betermed slush were constantly slip- 
ping off tbe sheds. He was armed, howev- 
er, with an umbrella and 
was in a measure proteoted. 

The reporter first ran across two gentlemen 

who gotoff the Chicago and Alton. They re- 
marked in answer to questions that such a 
depot as the Union here was a positive impo- 
sition on the traveling public as well as an 
outrage on the people of St. Louis, not to 
mention the fact of its being a disgrace 
to the city. They affirmed that 
in wet weather a man got 
soaked; in cold weather a person nearly 
froze to death, and in sloppy weather a man 
woula get a coat of slime clear up to his 
knees, merely by walking across the mfernal 
depot, or waiting a few minutes for a train. 
One of the men stated that he came down to 
St. Louis quite often, but recently became so 
disconraged With the conditionfof affair at the 
Union Depot that he had guit comme 
through the tunnel and had got off at the 
bridge, but had found himself ineven a worse 
condition and so came back to the Union 
Depot. The bridge depot, he explained,was 
a perfect shower bath in wet weather and an 
ice-beuse in the winter time. Both gentle- 
men agreed that the Depot Company were 
under obligations io the traveling public to 
furnish them with proper shelter and 
protection from the cold and suitable 
covering from tke rains and snows. They 
both thought the company should fultill their 
contract with the city and erect a proper 
Union Depot building and they hoped that an 
effort would be made by the municipal 


| authorities to compel them to do this.

Mr. Grant White’s descriptions of English 
ecenery and English life in the Atlantic 
Monthly seem to be drawing toa close, but 
they areno less flattering to our national 
vanity at the end than,atthe beginning of the 
series.

How Booth is Received—Wonderful Suc- 
cess of American Magazines—Americans 
ithe Popular Rage. 

London Letter to New York World. 

i do notthink that Mr. Booth teels disposed 
to complain ot his reception in London. 
either on the part of the public orthe press. 
You have received full particulars by tele- 
graph concerning his first appearance, and 
very few additional words are needed on the 
subject. The critics were, asa rule, anxfous 
to praise ratherthan blame. Indeed, I may 
fairly say that the fashionable rage at present 
isfor everything American. American ladies 
are the most eagerly sought for in London 
society; American writers command their own 
termsin the magazines, especially if they 
have certificates to show thatthev are real 
‘*American humorists;’’ American novelists 
write for three or four periodicals ata time; 
in short, to ‘‘take’’ with the pwolic, allthings 
must come from New York, Boston 
or Philadelpbia, from a mouse-trap 
to aclothes-wringer, from a ballet-dancerjto 
a countess. American actors, therefore, are 
not likely to meet with a cool reception, andif 
Mr. Booth had been Betterton, Garrick and 
Kemble rolled into one he could not have been 
more cordially greeted than he was on Satur- 
day night. What {fs generallyfelt abont his 
pertormance in scholarly circles is verv well 
put by Mr Dutton Cook inthis week’s World. 
The Hamlet presented to the view is, says Mr. 
Cook, ‘‘the Hamlet of the stage, not the Ham- 
‘etofthe studentof Shakspeare.’’ Mr. Cook 
thinks he detected an ‘‘American method of 
utterance and pronunciation’’ in the sentence 
where Hawlet says, ‘‘A man’s memorv may 
outlive his life haff a yeer.’’ There is certain- 
ly a difference between the wayin which an 
Englishman andan American pronounce the 
word ‘thalf,’’ though as to which is the more 
correct or the more pleasing tothe ear I shall 
express no opinion, having no desire 
at present to be torn to pieces. 
But hew does Mr. Cook wish us to understand 
that yearis pronounced by Americans, and 
how does hé think it ought to be pronounced: 
Here is, indeed, amostinviting field for dis- 
union. I should tke to bring Mr. Richard 
Grant White and Mr. Cook together and mvite 
them to settle the knotty point over asaddle 
of English mutton andan American canvass- 
back. Toreturn to Mr. Booth—he will not, I 
think, wean the admirers ot Mr. Irvine trom 
theirallegiance. In fact he represents a style 
whichis pretty much gone out, and which it 
will be difficult indeed toreintroduce. I saw 
Mr. Booth play Hamlet atthe Winter Garden 
on the tirst occasion of lis reappearance after 
alcng, and inmany respects a distressing, 
absence from the stage. Mr. Booth is not 
younger, and his Hamlet is not changed for 
the better. What faults there were then there 
are now, butthatthere are many merits also 
none of your readers need to be assured. It 
may at any rate be justly said that in London 
he will have the fairest possible tield for the 
exercise of nis abilities. 

l have said, and it istrnue, that the popular 
rege at the present moment is tor Americans 
and allthat come from America. Every door 
flies open tothe well-dressed man or woman 
who says that heorsheis from America and 
brings even one letter of introduction by way 
of proving it. Twoocf the great successes of 
jast season were cases of thiskind—one a lady 
and the other a gentleman, both ot whom 
would certainly be a good many years in New 
York before they succeeded in getting a single 
invitation to dinner. But let that pass. What 
I was going totell vou about was the wonder- 
ful way in which American magazines are get- 
ting onin London. Scribner’s has had avery 
large sale here for some few vears past and 
its circulation nrust now be, I think, fully 
as great as that of any English magazine, and 
it would not surprise me to hearthatitis 
greater. Its illustrations have made its way 
casy for it. A very distinguished wood- 
engraver once told me that no 
work done in Kngland in his line 
nowadays is worthy to be compsrec to 
what he sawevery month in Scribner. If I 
mentioned his name there is no one on either 
side the Atlantic who would dispute his fitness 
to pronounce an opinion on such a subject. 
The rapid advance of Scribner’s is easily ac- 
counted for, and is thoroughly well-deserved. 
The Atlantic Monthly has had for many years 
a wide circle of readers in England among the 
cultivated classes, and it is to be found on the 
tables of most clubs and publie reading-rooms. 
Harper’s Magazine has hitherto been little 
known in England, but a vigorous effortis 
now being madeto push it in this country, 
and the varied attractions of the magazine 
wiil doubtless speedi!y recommend it toa 
large mass Of readers. Itis, perhaps, an ill- 
chosen moment for raising the price of Scrib- 
ner’sto one shilling and four pence, while 
Harper’s is to be issued at one 
shilling. Lippincott’s has been published in 
London for some time past, and I should im- 
agine had a good sale. There is room enough 
for all these magazines, for, as a rule, they 
have more novelty to offer than their English 
competitors,and in regard to engravings there 
is nothinghereto equal Scribner’s or Har- 
per’s. The field is crowded with new comers, 
but most of the old favorites still keep their 
ground very successfully. I was surprised the 
other day to learn on good authority that the 
circulation of Blackwood isfrom eighteento 
twenty thousane a montlh—a very large num- 
ber, considering thatthe priceof the maga- 
zine is high—half a crown, or sixty-two cents. 
Blackwood, however, has always maintained 
avery high reputation for its stories&ind gen- 
eral articles, and does not lose either its en- 
terprise or its character in its old age.

THE COTTON BONANZA. 


Over $100,000 Profit Made by the 
St. Louis Dealers. 


A Rise of $250 a Bale in One Day— 
The Cause of the Upward 
Movement.

Cotton is on the jump. The _ reported 
damege tothe crops inthe South by frosts 
and storms bas caused a large advauce in the 
price of the staple—a rise that is almost 
without precedent within the recollection of 
our oldest . merchants. LEarly last 
week rumors began to come pointing 
to ai partial loss of ibe crop 


and with these reports commenced the rise. 
Tbe ettec: of such aradical advance was to 
create the greatest consternation among the 
jeeal faetors, many of whom had sold short, 
and it became evident before the end of the 
week that quite a number of cotton men bad 
got in sO deep that unless 
the indulgence of their feilows 
was extended they would be obligec 
to make an assignment for the benefit of the 
winners. Thanksgiving Eve tbe cotton men 
all went home under tue impression that the 
rise bad about reached its limit, and that a 
slight decline in the price of the staple might 
be looked for to-day if anythiny. Tais 
morning, however, the entire Kx- 
change was thrown ioto a fever of excitement 
by the news that the article had gone up over 
e centa pound, orgbout $2 50a bale. The 
pulls, of course, were jubilant, while there 
Was wu hvuiiceable depression among the bears.

Gorge Reported. 


The river transportation companies now 
wait only for arise in the channel to go into 
full operation henee to the South, 
for, contrary to many predic- 
tions, the vast volume of ice 
passing here for several days has not gorged 
or chained the river anywhere below, even in 
its narrowest parts. But, on account of the 
gorges net far above St. Louis.
